UN1VERSITY PLAN
MUCH DISCU5SED

'Contlnued from Flrst Pagre.)
Ing. Thls Instltution Ls absolutely under
the control of tho Presbyterlan Church
by Its charter provlslons; has no acadornt-
cal department, and ls "hngaged sololy
ln the tralnlng of mlnistors aceonllng to
tho Presbyterlan, or Calvlnlstlc, eystem
of theoloiry- Yet Unlon Semlnary, wlth¬
out surrenderlng or changlng Its charter
ln nny partlcular, could share ln the
utllltles whlch would go to make up a
central plant.

Graduate Faculty.
Porhaps the most attractive feature of

the plan Outllned, although tt Ih ono that
has ns yet been given little attention, and
would perhaps not bo one of tho flrst
developments, ls the prohabllity thnt out
of the unlversity scheme would eventually
grow up ln time a graduate faculty in
the, Universlty of Richmond; That ls to
say, the central universlty plant will
have in time an able staff of Inetructors
devotlng themselves excluslvely to grad¬
uate work. Such an outcomo ls nn al¬
most Inevitable result of thc plan pro¬
posed from Its very nature, so that when
men have taken thelr A. B. rtesree. at
Richmond College, or Hampdon-Sldney,
or Randolph-Maeon, or nt the techno-
logicai school, they cnn rontinue there-
aftor thelr graduate courses ln tho Uni¬
verslty of Richmond adjacent. If thls ls
accompllshed, lt will be tho flrst Instl¬
tutlon in the South havlng a faculty
doing excluslvely graduate work. Thls
outllno gtves thn Idea of the German
Universlty. superlmposed upon an aggre-
gatlon of colleses aftor the Oxford plan.
Thls feature ls- to many the most strik-
Ing aspent of tlu»proposed Instltutlon, nnd
londs Itself to slmply Indeflnlte posslblll-
tles of devolopment and expanslon.
Tho advantages of a comparatively

small Instltutlon in the Intlmate ac-
qualntanco of students wlth pro-
fessors. the communlty llfo and the
flenomlnatlonal envlronment, all of
whlch are lost ln the great Instltutions
of the North, wlll be fully retained un¬
der the outllne of a clty of colleges
under tho tltlo of "Unlverslt yof Rich¬
mond," while the colleges wlll recelve
n breadth and catholithy of spirlt from
the prosenco of a groat instltutlon.
While all that ls advantagoous ln

tho dononiinational college Is thus-re¬
tained, tho enthuslnstln co-operatlon-of
all the resources, material and mornl
of the capital city of Virginia, ls also
secured. Each collego wlll presorvo,
not merely Its charter, hut its Indl-
vl.uality, its ntmosphero. its cogent
ideal, and Its faculty. Each collego
wll hav elts own communlty life, as
much an Is true of college at Oxford,
Ballol or Trlnity Collego nt Camhridge.
Whon n friend asked Professor H
Morse Stevens, when on hls recent vlslt
to Richmond, whore ho had received
his educatlon, tho distinguished hls-
torlan replled: "I was educated at
Hallol College." Thus to the mlnd of
lJrofessor Stevens tho Indlvlduallty of
Hallol College was moro vlvid than
thnt of Oxford Universlty.

Organize Corporation.
As to tho varlous Instltutions that

wlll como Into the proposed plan, rep-
resentatlves of nll thoso whlch havo
expressed thelr favorable vlew of the
Idea proposed, hut, of course, they felt
that. so Important a'matter would havo
to bo given careful conslderatlon and
be thoroughly iVlgosted by the.tr
varlous boards of control.
Rroadly speaklng, the tentatlve

proposition as outllned at the meetlng
on Monday provldes for the organiza¬
tion of n corporatlon to be known us
tho Unlversity of Ulehmond, wlth such
flnanclal ald as It can secure.
Thls corporatlon wlll prooeed to secure

a suflielont tract land ln the nelghhorhood
of Richmond, 200 acres or more. Tho
most attractive section yet proposed ls
lhat In tho dlrectlon of Unlon Semlnary,
posslbly tho Sherwood Park property.
It ls probabiy, howover, tbat offors <o<

lnnd ln nther soctlons of Iho olty wl
bt) forthcomlng, ns tho instnllaUon r
Riie.h an Itislltiitlnn as Is proposed wl
mean nn enornioiis IncrenBO In prop.rtvalues in any suburb selected. Thn trac
of land once secured, tho servloes of
competont lands<jnpe artlst would he ubp
to lay It off nnd locoto the centre
bulldlngs, whlch would bo orectod as fn_
tia thn means could bn secured. A
offor of a sltn of twenty-nva acrns o
moro would thHn he made to each of th
Instltutlons whose natnes havo beon men
tluned, and It wlll bo optlonal witli nac
ono to tako ndvantago of tbo offer.
Romoval of tho Woman's Collego hnbeen In tho alr for nome tlme. It I

undet-stood that tho orlglnal slte for thWoman's College contomplatod by th
Baptist Eduentlon Commission was somewhero near sherwood Park. It hns beedecided, so It Is statncl. that tho Womnn'Collego wlll be localod ln Rlchmond ovlclnlty, and its romoval from Its presont slto la an economlc and Immodlatn.cosHlty. Tho Baptist Churoh of Vlrglnln has already started upon tho move
rnent to ralse for'tho Woman's Collegand for the strengthenlng of lUchmon(_oiing« a hnlf-mllllon of dollars.
Toward this amount a slngle siibscrlptlon of tlSO.OOn hns been mado. R|,.hmond College hns an eqtilpment entlrelnadoqiirito for Its growlng demands; habulldlngs upon whlch largo sums mu.t bexpended If they nro to bo contlnued ii

uso, nnd, furthermriro, occiiplns a plot oground ln tho most rapldlv-advnnclnisection of the clty. whlch, although Inntle .unto for the educatlonal nnd athletl
purpose.. nf.lhe' college ls vnlued at hal
n rnllllon of ilollnrs. nichmond Col|eK,could, therofore. rernovo to somo accos
slblo slte In tho suburbs, and hnndsomel-
oqulp Itself from tlio proceeds of the snti
of Its present tract of land. Hence It li
appnrcnt thnt this .ntorprls. for tln
aggrogaUon of collo., nbout a centraplant of common utllltlcs ls of acutesInterest to those havlng ln charge thi
Bnptlst Instltutlons of the Stato.

It Is known that tho Oenoral Edn.n
tlonal Board has ovinced tho HvellorvIntnrest In the educatlonal potontlalltjof Rlchmond owln* to Its resourccs, lt]trndltlons, Its mcllowed atmo-phore am

Central Organization.

Por Instanco. the central or unlversity
plant could be of a clnssle type. The Wo¬
man-. College, Colonlal In style. Rlch¬
mond College, of the oI<j Engllsh type.
or perpendtcular style. llko the chapel of
H- nry VII.. nt Wo.tmlnster, whllo tho
other coleges could adopt the renals-
saneo. tbo Moorlsh or other nrflerw of
archltecture. In this way th» Individual¬
ity of each sopamte collo.e would be
a-wntuaterl. not only by tis charter snd
communlty Hfo. but also by the pocullar
style of tho nrrhltecturo of the home In
whieh lt dwelds.
Wlth regard to tho memorial of Hamp-

^.n-flldnoy and Randolph-Macon from
thelr present locaUons. it is known th_t
both of theso lnsUtutions are away from
centres of Inflnenoe. nn(i whllo doing a
good work In tholr respoctlv- denomlna-
Uons, aro hedged wlth ltmitatlons.
Ono of the leadlng oducatlonal exports

in America has recently made this stnte-
menl: "Tho moral Influences and re-
strafnts siirroundlnK' tho nvorago college
student ln a clty of from flfty t* one

hundred thousand peoplo aro sup.rlor to
th. Influenco in tho small country col¬
lego. ln whlch the students domlnato the
town or communlty."
The strong trend of the times Is to

locato colleges ln cttlen. A leadlng au¬

thorlty on educatlon lays down this law
ns fundarnentnl: "The attractive power
of colleges, both ln tho nrtlole of stu¬
dents nnd of flnnncial support. varles
ln. vltably as the squnre of the dlstanco."
Thnt ls to say, a college ls largely de-
pendent on the populatlon wlthln a radius
of flfty miles. There are moro people
within a radius of one hundred mlles
from tho Clty Hall. Rlchmond. than aro

embodled wlthln a radius drawn from
any other polnt In the State of Vlrglnla.
Hence both populatlon. wealth and such
educatlonal faclllties as newspapers. tlie
Vlrglnla Stnto Ubrary, etc. render Rlch¬
mond the most ellirlble elto for tho radla-
tion of influences and Ideals ln Vlrglnla.
The technologlcal featuro of the onter-

prise ls attractive to many who are thlnk.
Ing and talklng of the prnpoHed unlver¬
sity. There ls In Rlchmond the Me¬
chanlcs' Institute, doing a most excel-
lent work wlth a llmlted equlprnent and
endowrnent. and maintainlng a large nlght
school for classes In the various branchea
of technlcal sclence.

In tho unlversity scherr.e, Instead of
each classlcnl college; maintainlng, ns Irs
now tho case, a small nnd poorly equippe.l,
laborntory for the fow students who de-;
slre technologlcal classes, theso denomi-
natlonal schools cnuld conflne themselves
.trictly to a llterary nnd oL.ssic.il form
of educatlon. as contemplated hy thelr
founders nnd supporters, and tho occa-
slonal student who deslres technlcal class¬
es, In n/ldltlon to hls classlcal work, might
bo sent ncross tho wny to tho great
technologlcal Instltutlon, whlch will un-'
doubtedly be the outgrowth of tho pres¬
ent Mechanlcs' Institute. On account of
Its nlght classes of worklng boys, this
Instltutlon will deslro to be on tho slde
of tho unlversity nearest to tho heart of
tho clty. There Is every assurance, how¬
ever, tha* wherever the proposed unlver¬
sity ls located, abundant street car fa¬
clllties wlll be' promptiy provlded. It was
nlso being froely snid In the clty laat
nlght thnt in vlew of tho genornl Inter¬
est In technologlcal educatlon, and tho
clty's closo connectlon with atid support
of tho Mechanlcs' Instltuto, would pos¬
slbly ho wllllng to provlde. as Its part
In the great university scheine, tho funds.
for- the establlshniont of the technologlcal
Instltutlon.: In a slmilnr way the med-
lc:i] colleges, after consolldntlng. may ask
for Stnto aid In cstabllshlng thcmsolves
In new nnd adequate qunrters.
Tlie Gcneral Educatlon Board has glven

Rlchmond Collego $1-0,000. and has signl-
fl.rl its wllllngoss to glvo tho flamo
nmount lo ench of the othor denonilnn-
tlonal colleges lf the plan oiitllnerl ls car¬
rled out. It wlll renralu for tho clti¬
zens of Rlchmond to equlp, establish and
endow thn Unlversity Corporation. lt is
said In Mofitoti that lt ls not consldered
respectahle fnr a man to dle wlUiout
lenvlng somo b?qtiest to tho Harvnrd Unl¬
versity Corporation. An opportunity such
iis.liiis not como hoforo In tho history of
this clty Is presentod fnr tho cltlzons to
perpetuato Iho splendid ntun'o ot Rlch¬
mond throughout all tlmo.

to opnn. Tho meetlng was un cntlitl-
slnstlo one, nnd demonatrnted that Itlch¬
mond proposes to he nt tho (-reat ex¬
posltlon In force, nnd thnt It Int-'tida lo
hnvo somo sultable btilldlng where the
thnusnnds of vlsltors mny lenrn some.
thlng of the Iniportano nnd greatnesar'f tho Capltnl of the State.

Session of Board.
A quorum of the bonrd waa present at

the nppolnted hour. President C-ordnn
prealded. nnd In enlllng the meetlng to
order took nccnslon to refer to hls re-
r-f-tit electlon to tho presldeney of the
chamber. He sald he hnd not sought
the f.fflPA, nnd us a mntter of fact en-
denvored to prevent hls own electlon.
.Ho promlscd to give ),ls best attentlon
to the dutles that nre to devolva
upon the president. and asked the spec¬
ial asnlstanre of the bonrd of dlrectors.
The sperbil buslnosi- of tlie meetlng

wn-i explnlned tn be to conslder tho pro¬
posltlon to erect a Richmond reception
und headqnarters' building at the James¬
town Kxposltlon.
Mr. Hunsdon Cary*, who rocyilly vls¬

ltod the exposltlon grounds wlth Secre¬
tary Dunlop to look into thls matter,
nddrcssed the bonrd briefly. He ex-
plalned that he mlght he ovetly pnthu-
Hiastlc, but he ha.* be<-n mlngllng wlth
tho exposltlon peoplv. and thnt was sufll-
clent to explaln hls enthuslasm. "Tho
Jamestown Exposltlon.* he declared. "ls
no longer nn experlmont or a prophecy
It Is a present reallty." Ile expressed
the oplnlon that more people wlll at¬
tend the exposltlon thnn have nttended
any other blg show of recent yeara.

Mr. Cary explalne,] the condltlons on
the grounds. and hls conclnslon was that
Richmond should have a building of Its
own. and that It must be up-to-date ln
nll particulars. H*» named other cltlrvsi
that wlll have their own bulldings. nml
he thought Richmond cannot be behlnd.
the best of Oiem.
Mr. H. XV. Wood. of the advertising

committee, spoke of the work that had
t-een outllned for his cr.mmlttee, and
explalned that It had been thought. lf
the proper schedule*, givlng n sufTI-
clency of tralns, shall be made bv tho
roads from h<*re to thi- exposltlon
grounds. e-,pec!ally tl*.e Chesapeake and
Ohio, Klrhtiniml wlll be ln a posltlon to

capture and entertnln a large pnrtl/.i r.f
the Imnietice crowd that wlll vislt the
exposltlon. His Idek wns thnt the cham¬
ber should make an approprlatlon to en-

able tho advertising committee tn go to

work in the proparation of llterature for
distrlbutlon wlth lhe vlew of turnlng tha
attentlon of the thousands of exposltlon
vlsltors to Richmond. nnd thls should be

done whether Richmond has its own

building on the grounds or not.

Travelers Are in It.
Mr. R. 8. Christian, president of the

Travelers' Prott-ctl*.'e A.ssocintion, spoke
ln favor of n Klrhmond building at
.Tam<*stown, and assured th" bonrd that
the T. P. A. was hcnrtlly In sympnthv
wlth Its movement. Thero are already
reeolutloru beforo tho asioclatlon looking
to t.ie sollve co-operatlon of thnt body.
.n':*h resolutions are soon to *>o ncted

Th** subject of a Richmond building wns
.--junsed nt some length hy Messrs.
Chrlstlnn, Gordon, Dunlop, Klllngton,
Cary*. Marcuie, Myers. Ftinstcn. Worthnm
and others. Inridentnlly, thn proposltlon
for the advertising commlttee to prepare
and lssue « pnmphlct or booklet adver¬
tising Richmond ramc under dlscusslon.
A resolution by Mr. E. T. D. Myers that
the sum of J1.000 bo au>r"Priated to en-

a'r.le the commlttee tn lssue such a book¬
let wns etdbpted, nnd '"hnlrmnn Won.l
was authorized to proceed wlth the work.

Thls matter belng dtspos<*d of, dtscus-
slon of the Richmond building, whlch shall
h<? general headquarters for Richmond In¬
terests. was resumed. lt devcloped In the
dlscusslon thnt a proposltion ls now befor«s
the Clty Councll to nppropri.ite a sum
sufTirlent to erect n "Richmond building"
on the Kxposltlon Orounds.

Several resolutions were offered and
dlsoussed, nnd finally Mr. John Stewart
Rrynn proposed ns n substltuto for tho
whole a resolution that the proposltion
before tho Council to make an approprla¬
tlon for the purpose nnmed be npproved.
